The following paper deals with Plutellidae and Ypsolophidae species of the Senckenberg Deutsches 
Entomologisches Institut collection.

Resumen

Introduction 


The kindness of the curator of the Lepidoptera section, Dr. A. Taeger, of the Senckenberg Deutsches 
Entomologisches Institut (SDEI) enabled us to study the material of Plutellidae and Ypsolophidae, housed 
in the collections. 

The basis of the Lepidoptera collection was the collection of middle European (mainly German) 
species of Pfiitzner (1824-1902), which was bought by Kraatz, the founder of the Institute. An important 
addition, especially for the Microlepidoptera part, was the collection of M. Saalmiiller (1832-1890). After 
them the collections of O. Leonhard (1853-1929) and E. Pietsch (1872-1930) were incorporated. These 
collections contain also material from several other collectors (p.e. Staudinger, Heyne, Fassl, Niepelt, 
Böttcher). Some expedition material from various regions were included in the main collection: Africa: H. 
O. K. von Rothkirch; Southern America: Schnuse; Southern Africa: Bodong; Ussuri region: Kardakoff; 
Formosa: W. Sauter. 

In the last 50 years, the collection has increased through the incorporation of several 
Microlepidoptera collections (J. Soffner; K. Ritter; H. Patzak; G. Friese). 

Because the material of the collection was revised by numerous well-known specialists, there are a lot 
of types of E. Meyrick, E. Strand (especially the Formosa material), Prout, Bastelberger in the collection.
